Washington, March 31.—America 
apparentiy is growing more religious, 
Figures made public today by Dr. 
E. O. Watson, statistician of the fed- 


eral council of churches, show that 
the religious bodies in the United 
States made their greatest growth 
during last year. The inorease is 
1.220, 428 members over the previous 
year. 

The present membership ‘of all re- 
ligious bodies, according to the latest 
available figures, is 47,491.558. Thies 
increase is approximately 50 per cent 
greater than the average for the pre- 
ceding five years. There was a gain 
of 9.591 congregations and 
ministers. The total number of con- 
gregations is now 
led by 214.583 ministers. 

Daily Averages. 


According to these figures church 
representatives point that exch day in 
1922 an average of 3,345 persons 
joined the various religious bodies, 42 
ministers were ordained or licensed, 
and 26 congregations were organized. | 

The shortage in clergy is not as 
great as the fact that there are 29,- 
COT more congregations than minis- 
ters would indicate. 
in rural districts, have charge of ) 
or more congregations. Besides, 
number of missions and acd 
churches are served by laymen, This 
activity on the part of laymen is one 
of the significant features of the year. 

Owing to different methods adopt- 
ed by the various bodies in comput- 
ing their membership it is hard to 
make comparisons.

Its figures 
represent estimated church population 
and include all buptized persons.

What is the remedy for Georgia's 
present deplorable condition of state 
finances? 

Under such circumstances always 
the most appealing remedy is justified 
economy. And by that is meant econ- 
omy that is real and not fallacious. 
and that is wise and not beggarly. The 
legis'ature should start with itself, cut 
vut its annual joy ride and confine 
itself to a biennial session for business 
only, and not for promoting individual 
political booms with a capita] full of 
“patropage.” 

Another is greatly redneed property 
tax rate levy. properly classified as to 
different kinds of properties; and 
strict revaluations. 

This may sound paradoxieal—re- 
duced taxes for increased gross in- 
come. But it is an established rule 
in economics, and proven by the last 
income tax returns to the federal gov- 
ernment. 

If Georgia should classify her prop- 
erties on the digests so that there 
would be no inequalities, and no 
flagrunt abuses of the supposed equi- 
ties of taxation. as at present, the in 
tangible properties could be brought 
out fiom their hiding places, provided.

A classification plan which will re- 
licve intungibles of local taxes is grow- 
ing in fuvor over the state.

Let me again emphasize that re 
ducing tax burdens and making of tax- 
ation and investment instead of a bur- 
den is the most important thing be 
fore the people today; and in Georgia 
the distribution must be so shaped, in 
fairness and justice to all, that the 
state’s revenues may be increased 
throuzh the legitimate taxation of 
those who are today either legally im- 
Pmune, or are escaping taxation. 

This can be done by a moderate in- 
come tux graduated in rates, with 
such exemptions as not to impose 
burdens upon any one, and this 
only with the provision that there 
shall be no double taxation—that is to 
say. owners of income properties shall 
not pay taxes both upon the proper- 
ties and the income from the proper- 
ties. and so on. 

The snggestion for this nominal net 
income tax as an auxiliary to a classi- 
fied property tax with greatly reduced 
rates is to reach/that class of Geor- 
gians who own no properties but 
whose salaries/or fees, ur commissivn 
incomes, are siafficiently large that 
they should not. escape taxation as re- 
quired of other citizens. 

As aiated before, these people as a 
rule wan't to pay . taxes.

a sense of duty. that of minor prophet 
of democracy.” He goes still fur- 
ther and says that if he bad his days 
to live over, he would again choose 
all of the three. 

David Starr Jordan's 
known in every household, and no 
‘man perhaps has seen more in the 
world, and ‘no man has succeeded 
in getting more »f those qualities that 
mnake life worth living than this much 
loved naturalist. 

The writer’s record is one-sided, 
go to speak, altogether on the side of 
Christian charity, love and friendship 
for everybody, the world and every- 
thing in it. The book is 
so well written, with its real 
human appeal to men, women 
and children, and to the whole 
country with its towrs and cities, its 
big out of doors and its wonderful 
streams, it is unpossible to find the 
flaws that usualjy make up the work 
of a critic. 

The first volume begins with the 
usual story of his ancestry, birth- 
place, ete., of aow he learned to study, 
his love for oirds, his interest in 
flowers and trees, his love of the 
poets, and everything else that ap- 
pesls to the big heart of a natur- 
alist. 

The senth, and Georgia especial- 
ly, will be interested in Chapter 
Seven, in which he tells how in 1876 
he explored the fish fauna of the 
streams in Giorgia land, and while 
his motive was to see the rivers of 
the south while en route he heard of 
the wonderful and largest rock in the 
world, Stone Mountain, from the top 
of which he saw a sunset in Georgia 
which was very. impressive.

Club women 
nave been almost invariably chosen as 
the best persons to prepare for the 
coming of the healthmobile. These 
women choose the points in a county 
where the work is to be done; they 
arrange these points where transporta- 
tion for the 8.000 pound truck is pes- 
sible, or if the roads will not permit 
the truck to mxke the desired location, 
then special conveyance is arranged 
for and as much equipment as possible 
is taken to the selected spot. In many 
instances the county health officer and 
the county demonstration agent, with 
the trusty Ford, wil! convey the phy- 
sician and the needed equipment to 
some point in a county where it would 
be perfectly impossible for the health- 
mobile to penetrate. 

Of eourse, the women have adver- 
tised the coming of the bealthmobile 
some time in advance of the date fixed. 
Announcement is made in_ schools, 
from pulpits, by posters in country 
stores and st the local post office, 
vhile in some instances we have heard 
of local club women touring the coun- 
ty themselves in their own cars, tell- 
ing the health story to local mothers.

“gorgios,” or outsiders, of the gypsy bands 
in America.—The Editor. 


"OW many times have you seen the 
familiar, yet forever mysterious 
red wagons come lumbering past 
your door—big, ‘cavernous 
wagons, with peculiar little win- 
, dows, from which were peering 
out unfathomable eyes and strange, dark 
faces? More often, probably, than you can 
remember. On the other hand, what have 
you come to know of the people who live 
in those quaint wagons, of their beliefs 
and their manners, their customs and their 
language? 


You may be able to read ancient Sanskrit, 
and you may know the prayer that the 
Thibetan Hamas use at mealtime, but this 
Stranger within our  gates—infinitely 
Stranger than any Oriental of the geog- 
raphies—remains all but a myth to us. And 
this, notwithstanding the fact that his 
wagons may have been passing along well- 
cefined routes in our country for more 
than two hundred years. 

It was as a child in Missouri that I nosed 
into my first gypsy wagon. Down in a 
little hollow by some willows it stood, 
near a small creek. Although outlying 
portions of St. Louis were within ten min-. 
utes’ walk of it, 1 don’t believe another 
soul found it, except myself—and a couple 
of hungry cats. These were solicitously 
fed—as cats always are fed by the people 
who steadfastly assert that they are the 
descendants of the ancient Egyptians and 
that their veneration for the cat family 
is part of the mysterious religion which 
many of them still practice. This, how- 
ever, they will by no means admit to you 
until you are a “skirt and knife’ member 
of the gypsy tribe. 

When you are to be made a "skirt and 
knife’? member all the gypsies at the scene 
of the rite, who know you, advance and 
take your hand, without a word, but in their 
own hands there will be either a long, thin 
knife or a fold of the skirt, according to 
the sex. After that, vou are reckoned a 
brother or sister by adoption. I am a 
‘skirt and knife’ member of the Romany 
race. ‘Romany, and not gypsy, is the name 
these people invariably use for themselves, 
unless they take occasion to pronounce the 
full and formal word: 


“Egyptians.”

Most of those possessing real gypsy 
blood in America are didikai—meaning half-

toms and the superstitious beliefs (as gor- 
gios call them) which mark the real gypsy. 
Of the latter, there are very few, indeed, 
anywhere in the world; but of the didikai 
there are multitudes. And these are all 
the more picturesque for the infusion of 
other bloods. : 

The secret religion of these people, 
whether pure gypsies or didikai, may be 
traced, as I have said, to that of the an- 
cient Egyptians. Many of them know noth- 
ing of ancient history, nothing of.the won- 
derful records left by the Egyptian race, 
but they often possess a ring, worked in 
gold, descending from daughter to daugh- 


regard such ceremonies as little more than 
meaningless. Never, never will they ad- 
mit that they have their own marriage cere- 
monies and that with them this is all that 
really counts, even though the contracting 


' parties be so low in gypsy blood that they 


are like me—just a long-distance gypsy, 
the blood coming from generations back. 
Oh, no, nothing of this will be admitted 
until you have really gained their confi- 
dence. It takes years to do that. 

Now that so many. of the gypsies have 
grown to know me I can gain the entree 
to many a Romany camp simply by men- 
tioning names in other camps that I know. 
“Prince Kala,” a half-English, half-Hunga- 
rian gypsy, of wealth and social standing 
in Engiand, who every five years or so 
travels around the United States visiting 
gypsies in all parts of the country, is an 
excellent friend of mine. 1 often find, 
on sauntering into a new camp, that he 
has mentioned me “the kosko gorgio”—

loves a good lie and will tell it with the 
greatest conviction. it is his pastime— 
his hobby, and no one who knew anything 
about the real Romany would ever believe 
what a man of the race told him unless 
there were women present. 

However, for any gorgio to get an oOp- 
portunity really to talk with the men of a 
gypsy camp is not easy. They are swag- 
gerers in manner, bold of eye and defiant 
in speech, yet the real and undisputed boss 
is the woman who sits in the tan or drives 
the wardo—who in tent or wagon has her 
hand, literally and figuratively, on the 
whip. 

When you do get to him, usually by 
the process of talking horse to the woman 
until she sends you out to where the men 
and the horses are, you will find something 
that has given us the traditional gypsy—a 
fellow with a red sash and corals in his ears, 
who, on finding you a congenail soul, will 
relate his victories in fisticuffs, his travels 
in known and unknown parts of the world 
and his triumphs in love; also, Ire may tell 
you that he beats his wife if she doesn’t 
behave. If the wife happens to come out 
while this is under way, he will grin and 
abruptly fall silent, with a sidewink at you. 

Well may he fall silent! His wife knows 
what he is saying, but so long as she does 
not hear him, she will let him have his lit- 
tle joke. In the most modern of symbol- 
ism, this talk of his is ‘‘a gesture.” It is 
his traditional right to get off this tall 
talk, because exactly the opposite is the 
truth. 


E has no money except what his wife 

gives him; he has no authority over 
the children; he never has any of the mar- 
velous jewelry, which is the property of 
the gypsy, and perhaps every cent that 
he saves goes into it, so that he is per- 
sonally a pauper, usually, even when there 
are thousands and thousands of dollars’ 
worth of gems in the unpretentious wagon 
he lives in. He can talk—and that is about 
all! 

On the other hand, Re has something 
that few gorgio men possess in the same 
degree: he has, in love, the utmost fidelity, 
tenderness, passion and devotion, from his 
mate. For a gypsy woman to be false to 
her marriage vows is all but unheard of, 
in return for this, she is fiercely jealous. 
Her man, it must be remembered, is al- 
ways more or less under her eye. He and 
the household life are one. 


You don’t hear much in the newspapers 
of what happens, sometimes, in the gypsy 
camps. I shall now tell a story that 1 dare 
to, after ten years, as all the parties to it 
are out of this country. It is related. as 
here set down, by one with gypsy blood 
in the veins, who claims to have been an 
eye-witness:

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Bringing a Georgia Governor Fiome to Rest

OR over ninety years, the re- 
mains of a former governor of 
Georgia have lain buried in an- 
other state. This week, however, 
they are coming home, to be re- 

: interred, with every honor, in the 

soil of the great commonwealth which 
claims him as her own. 

General. John Clark, twice governor of 
the state, in the days when the chief ex- 
ecutive was elected by the legislature, was 
a candidate in the first campaign for gov- 
ernor decided by popular vote. He was 
defeated in this election and, so great was 
his chagrin, that he withdrew from. state 
politics forever, shortly after. accepted the 
post of Indain agent,“from the hands of 
President Andrew Jackson, and left the 
Staite. He moved to Florida to live and 
erected a comfortable home overlooking St. 
Andrews bay. Here he lived and died, be- 
ing buried on what was at that time a 
part of the land forming his ‘homestead.

Around the romantic figure of John

Many of our inquiries from the 
United States, as from England, come from 
women who realize, despite the misrepre- 
Sentation which has been so active in the 
west, that no religion gives such 2 high 
place to women as Islam.” 


FRSHE mosque itself was built by Dr. Leit- 
ner with funds subscribed by wealthy 
Mohammedans in the native state of Bhopal 
in India. It is a small structure, modelled 
after the smaller mosques of India with 
only one dome instead of the three which 
are customary in India. It is fronted by a 
smal] garden with a fountain in it, from be- 
Side which the calls to prayer are sounded 
five times a day. Most mosques are equip- 
ped with a minaret or a small tower at the 
top of which is a platform whence the calls 
to prayer are sounded, but the Woking 
mosque has no minaret. 
It is here beside the fountain before the 
mosque that the call to prayers sounds at 


Sunrise, at noon, in the afternoon, at sun- 
Set and early in the night, before going to 
bed. This call to prayer ‘s the equivatent 
in Islam for the church- dell in Christianity, 
Five times a day the call rings out: 

“God is greatest, God is greatest. | 
testify that there is no one to be Served 
but God. I tesify that Mohammed brought 
the message of God. Come o prayer, come 
tO prayer, come to prosperity, come toe 
prosperity. God is greatest, God is great. 
est. There is no one to be Served but 
God.”’ 


At the Woking mosque, the prayer call 
Summons the staff of the moSque with the 
addition of a halt-jozen British Mohamme- 


dans who live in Weking, to their simple 


Service. The interior of the mosque is 
plain and almost devoid of ornament. A 
niche in that side of the wall which is in 
the direction of Mecca, a tall pulpit from 
which the Sunday “sermon is preached, and 
rugs on. the floor, constitute its only fur- 
nishings. The preacher at the’ mosaue 
takes his place in the niche—the mihrab 
is its name in the language of Islam—and 
the rest of his little assemblage stands in 
a row behind him. And thus the Mcham- 
medan prayer service is being celebrated 
five times every day in the Woking mos- 
que, while from outside comes the whirr of 
machinery in the 
factory.

AITH is one of the trinity of vir- 
tues extrolled by Paul in his tri- 
bute to “faith, hope, charity.’’ No 
character in the Bible better il- 
lustrates it than Abraham. 

Two passages make this plain— 
one from Genesis, which de- 
scribes the call of Abraham, and 

one from Hebrews, in which the Apostle re- 

counts the faith of the patriarch. 

The story is briefly told, like all the 
wonderful stories of the Bible. As litera- 
ture they surpass in beauty, in cleanliness, 
and in force all uninspired utterances. 

“Now the Lord had said unto Abram, Get 
thee out of thy country, and from thy kin- 
dred, and from thy father’s house, unto a 
land that 1 will show thee: 

“And 1 will make of thee a great nation, 
and 1 will bless thee, and make thy name 
great; and thou shalt be a blessing: 

“And 1 will bless them that bless thee, 
and curse him that curseth thee: and in 
thee shall all families of the earth 
be blessed. 

“So Abram departed, as the Lord bad 
spoken unto him.” 

llere are two sentences embodied in a lit- 
tle more than three verses. God spoke to 
Abram, setting forth a promise as a reward 
tor obedience, and ‘‘so Abram departed,” 

VWhere else can we find so great a com- 
munication so simply expressed? And 
where an answer that contained so much in 


so few words and: meant so much to the 

human race? , 
God commanded; Abram obeyed; and 

mankind was blessed beyond the pow- 


er of words to decribe or figures to esti- 
mate.

When we speak of the aid which an in- 
dividual renders to a great cause we some- 
times overlook the fact that the cause gives 
more strength to those who support it than 
they can possibly give to the cause A right- 
eous cause has in it that which insures its 
triumph. Man can delay or hasten victory, 
but he cannot prevent victory and his con- 
tribution is often over-estimated. 

God uses those whom He chooses— 
fortunate are they unto whom He entrusts 
a great work. He selected Abram for this 


work, aS has selected others for = partic- 
ular tasks. 
FINHE Bible does not tell us why Abra- 


ham was so favored above others of his 
time. All we know is that Abram was the 
son of Terah, who journeyed toward the 
land of Canaan as far as Haran, and ded 
there. 

Those who enjoy speculation can find 
ample exercise for the imagination in try- 
ing to picture the present condition of the 
world if Abraham had not heard the voice 
of God calling him to his great work, or, 
hearing, had not obeyed. 

Other races have appeared and disap- 
peared; other nations have risen and fallen. 
Egypt once occupied the first place in the 
civilization of her time. Archeologists in 
her splendid tombs. 

Greece developed athletes with her na- 
tional games, and her artists immortalized 
the perfection to which the body attained. 
lier philosophers, her oraters, and her his- 
iorians were. for several centuries the lead- 
ers of the world. 

Then Rome rose to the height of her 
power and set the world’s pace in law and 
in the science of war. Other nations have 


risen and impressed themselves upon his- 
tory by some special line of work, but their 
superiority was not enduring. 

Religion is the only thing that lasts. It 
made the Children of Israeta peculiar peo- 
ple and raised up such a host of great lead- 
ers aS has never appeared among any other 
people of like number and opportunity. 

Out of the. race of Abraham and out of 
the monotheistic religion which he estab- 
lished came the Messiah Who, grafting 
Christianity upon Judaism, carried the re- 
ligion of Abraham to every race and clime. 

Beginning with the faith of one man 
proven by his obedience, the worship of 
one God which he established, interpreted 
and fulfilled by Christ, has become the 
greatest pillar of strength to the mightest 
nations of the earth and the hope of the 
world. 


- tad what lesson does this bring to us? 


First, that faith is the ruling ele- 
ment in our own lives. 
It is faith that gives us whatever 


Strength we have and leads us to the ac- 
complishment of all that we do. 

In order that we may feel physically 
equal to the tasks that are before us, we 
seek to make our bodies strong to endure 
fatigue and to resist. disease. 

In order to meet successfully the prob- 
lems of life, we train our mental faculties 


and store our minds with useful informa- 
tion. 
We know that consciousness of  pre- 


paredness gives us that confidence in Our 
powers which is necessary to success. 

We know, too, that faith in the right- 
eousness of our purposes is necessary to 
give uS the fortitude that we need for large 
undertakings. 

Shakespeare declares that one is thrice 
armed who hath his quarrel just; the Bible 
puts it much more strongly when it says 
that one with God shall chase a thousand, 


and two put ten thousand to flight. 

No one can accomplish much by himself, 
he must work with others; and to work 
with others, he must have faith in his fel- 
low men, 

lt is better to have faith in one’s fellows 
and be deceived occasionally than to dis- 
trust everyone. 

Christ took weak men and made them 
strong; He took doubting men and made 
them confident; He took timid men and 
made them courageous; He had faith in the 
common people and they rewarded His 
trust by hearing Him gladly. 

So we must be able to see beyond super- 
ficial differences and find similarity in the 
deep running currents of life. 

People who differ from us are quite like- 
ly to be as honest as we are. Reasoning to- 
gether wipes out misunderstandings and, 
by revealing unity of purpose, secures 
unity of action. 

Faith in God is the” greatest. need—to 
this the Christian adds faith in the Bible as 
the Word of God and faith in Christ as 
Sor of God and Savious of the world. 

But as faith in the Bible and faith in 
Christ rest upon faith in God, we come 
back to the greatest of all thoughts, the 
thought of God, and to the greatest of all 
facts, the fact of God. We cannot hear His 
voice unless we listen, and we will not 


listen unless we believe in Him, 

£ Shs second lesson is that of obedience. 
God's call. comes to all—each / is. 

summoned to a duty for which he is fitted 

or can be fitted and to a work which is 

within his power. 

The ministry is spoken of as a calling 
because the minister feels that God calls 
him to consecrate his entire life to God's 
work. 

He prepares himself by study and re- 
news his strength constantly by prayer. Be- 
cause his whole heart and his whole mind 
are absorbed in the preaching of the Gos- 
pel, he is able to present the truths of 
God’s Word with the maximum of effec- 
liveness, x 

But this does not excuse the layman 
from responding to the calls that 
come to him. The Heavenly Father has 
work for all and to those who are anxious 
to hear and willing to heed. He will point 
oul the things that need to be done. 

We can all gid in making the cily in 
which we live like the city which. Abra- 
ham sought—one ‘whose builder and mak- 
er is God,” ' , 

those who are ready to obey will not 
have to wait long for a commission. God's 
employment bureau has jobs for all. 

The third sesson is that God’s promises 
are more than fulfilled. 

As Abram, afterwards raised to Abra- 
ham, could not conceive fo the magnitude 
of the work to which God called him, so 
we are not able to calculate the importance 
of the work that we are called to do. 

lf we are instrumental in saving but one 
soul, we become a partner in all the good 
that that, one soul may acconsplish there- 
diter. 

A word of encouragement may seem 
like a trival thing at the time, and yet it 
may echo throughout eternity. 

It seems a wonderful thing to be able to 
Stand by the side of a telegraph instru- 
ment and speak to people who are ten 
thousand miles away, but the heart can do 
more than that—it can speak to hearts that 
will beat ten thousand years after all our 
hearts are. still. 

Abraham still speaks to us through the 
religion that he established, and so we, if 
God design to speak through us, may com- 
municate His message throughout succeed- 
ing generations,

To suggest to those who in their daily 
Occupation are usually “on the go” not 
only from sunrise to sunset, but for sev- 
eral hours more, that physical culture would 
be a good thing for them, seems at first 
impression nothing less than an absurdity. 
(ne can almost hear the answer that such 
a suggestion would call forth from many a 
busy, energetic homemaker, as well as from 
many a tired, overworked woman: “Exer- 
cise, physical culture! What nonsense! | 
have exercise in my work” or, “I think 1 
could give these physical culture teachers a 
few lessons myself. Let them get the meals 
for my large family, do the washing and 
ironing, take care of the house, and do the 
sewing, and they would not need any fancy 


exercises.”

HERE are 
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Salad Combinations—Usinge Meat Left-Overs. 


ALADS are more and more a part 
of the ordinary American dietary. 
Perhaps we haven't reached the 
degree of salad-eating that seme 
Europeans have. In an Armenian 
restaurant, you might see how 
people of that part of the world 


eat salad. They have a whole 
head set before them—well washetl and 
crisp. “They break off two or three leaves 


at a time, wrap about them a piece of their 
almost paper-thin bread, dip the ends of 
the leaves in sour milk and fall to munch- 
ing like a rabbit. The whole lettuce dis-. 
appears with surprising rapidity, and of 
course the concoction is exceedingly 
wholesome. 

Well, maybe we don’t go in for lettuce 
like that, but certainly we do eat many 
salads—a great deal of salad. Look at the 
menu card in any of our tea rooms or 
cafeterias or restaurants to prove “this 
point. Look on the table of the average 
American family for further proof. Where 
once lettuce was served occasionally with 
cream or vinegar and sugar, some sort of 
salad is now served every day, either at 
luncheon or dinner and sometimes at both 
meals. 

Some Good Combinations. 

Pears, halved and served with cream 
cheese in the core cavity on lettuce with 
French dressing. 

Cream cheese and nut balls on lettuce 
with mayonnaise or French dressing. 

Pineapple slices with cream cheese ball 
in center and two sirips of pimiento laid 
across. On lettuce with French or mayon- 
naise dressing. 

Pineapple diced, halved grapes (canned) 
and diced canned peaches witli mayonnaise 
on lettuce. 

Diced apple, diced orange and broken 
nut meats, mayonnaise and lettuce. 

Crisp cool bacon on watercress 
French dressing. 

Diced beets and peas, mayonnaise and 
lettuce. 

Green pepper stuffed with cream cheese

Hearts of celery stuffed with cream 
cheese and sliced on lettuce leaves wiih 
French dressing.

Chopped celery and beet with mayon- 
naise, well mixed and served in a cup- 
Shaped piece of lettuce. 

Halves of canned pears drained of all 
juice and sprinkled with chopped pecan nut 
meats, with mayonnaise or French dressing. 

Sliced stuffed olives and sliced celery 
hearts with mayonnaise on lettuce. 

New Carrot Dishes. 


Even though carrots are in the same 
“Starchy’ vegetable class as _ potatoes, 
Onions and rice, they are not generally 
liked, however, much of this is due to the 
fact that it is not known by every home- 
maker just how many delicious dishes can 
be made from this vegetable. 

Steaming is the best way to cook car- 
rots, as it is almost every vegetable, boil- 
ing is the most common method and is a 
Successful one, provided plenty of water 
is used, 

Carrot Banana Salad. 

three bananas, quarter cup Salted pea- 
nuts, two carrots (smalj), salad dressing. 

Dice bananas and put the peanuts and 
carrots through the meat chopper. Add to 
the bananas. Place on lettuce leaves and 
garnish with salad dressing. 

Carrot-Raisin Salad. 

One cup of raisins, one cup carrot. 

Run the raisins and carrot through the 
fine grinder of the food chopper. Mix well 
with the dressing and serve on lettuce. 

Carrot Pie. 

Two carrots (medium sized), two eggs, 
half teaspoon ginger, dash salt, hali cup 
Sugar, Ore and half cups milk, half tea- 
Spoon ciinamon, pastry. 

Cook the carrots until tender. Mash 
well, add sugar, well-beaten eggs, spices 
and milk. Mix well, pour into pastry shells 
(uncooked). Bake same as pumpkin pie. 

Carrot Relish Salad. 

One cup carrots, tyo cabbage, two cups 
celery, mayonnaise. 

Dice the celery and cabbage. Grate the 
carrots and add to other ingredients just 
before serving. Nuts may be added if de- 
Sired. Mix all together well and serve with 
mayonnaise. 


Surday Meat Leftovers. 

Making appetizing Monday dishes from 
Sunday meat leftovers is truly an art, but 
one that can be obtained by the homemaker 
who will note just a few practical sugges- 
tions in regard to the condition of the 
meat that is Jeft over, iis shape and dryness 
—two qualities that affect iis use. 

If the meat left over can be sliced—cold 
Slices on a platter may be made most at- 
tractive and appetizing by varnishing with 
thin slices of pickle or stuffed olives with a 
bit of parsley. 

If you desire this sliced meat served 
hot, warm same in the leftover gravy, or it 
can be heated in this gravy, put in a cas- 
serole with a crust of biscuit dough and 
Served aS a meat pie. 


If the meat can be diced, nothing is bet- 
ter for Monday dinner than a good Irish 
Stew. 

If the meat is dry, it must be served in 
a Sauce to ke appetizing. 

Italian Macaroni. ; 

One cup macaroni, cooked till tender; 
one cup tomato sauce, one chopped green 
pepper, half small chopped onion, salt, one 
cup chopped cold meat, half cup cheese. 

Drain the macaroni, add tomato sauce, 
add onion, pepper and salt. Cook 10 min- 
utes.. Add meat. Place in a casserole. Add 
cheese cubes and cook until cheese is partly 
melted. 

Good Southern Hash. 

ne cup rice, two small onions (cut 
fine), two cups cold cook beef, two cups 
tomato (half can), salt and pepper to taste. 

Boil the rice and drain. Combine all the 
ingredients and bake in a baking dish about 
three-fourths of an hour. 

Stuffed Tomatoes. 

Six medium tomatoes, half cup finely 

chopped meat, half cup soft bread crumbs, 


Quarter cup buttered crumbs, salt) and 
pepper. 
Wipe. tomatoes and remove thin slice 


from stem end. Remove pulp, mix with 
chopped meat, soft bread crumbs and sea- 
soning. Refill tomato shell and sprinkle 
with buttered crumbs. Place in a pan.

When blankets are splitting from wear, 
lay them out smooth and place papers upon 
one-half, fold the other half over and tie 
as a comforter.

In sick room, cut ofi the bottom of a 
paper bag and use as a funnel when steam 
ing patient’s head ior a cold: fasten a 
String from side to side of a bag and hang

When nearly filled burn the bar 
and contents and replace bag with a new 
one,

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WHAT EVERY WOMAN WANTS TO KNOW 


Ways to Use Newspapers 
Beyond Just Reading Them 


NEVER care whether I read the evening paper or not,’ commented one com- 
muter’s wife. ‘“‘But it does vex me so when Tom leaves it in the train. We 
always put the garbage in it before we put it in the can.” 

“Well, I know our maid would find housekeeping dull as ditchwater without 
newspapers’ said another woman. 
kitchen table every morning, and leaves them there until after the cooking is 
done, and then she has apple cores and potato skins ail conveniently in them 


“She spreads them over the oilcloth on the 


when she clears up. And she reads them as she works or eats her lunch. She 
usually puts a picture supplement or magizine page on top, so she can see it, and leaves 
the stock market reports and shipping news for the under layers.” 


All of which was not very encouraging to 
the enthusiastic newspaper writer to whom 


the remarks were addressed. 


But the fact remains that many of us 


would find housekeeping just a little hard- 
er if we didn’t have newspapers to fall back 
on. Against the day of moving we always 
take pains to make a large collection of 
newspapers, for nothing equals them for 
packing purposes, and there are many 
ways to uSe them at housecleaning time. 
In the old-fashioned house where a Stair 
carpet is still used it has been found that 
a full, thick paper, folded lengthwise and 
placed on ‘the tread over the edge of each 
stair before the carpet is laid, proves equal 
to an expensive felt pad for saving the 
wear, and equally efficacious for deadening 
the sound. If carpets are nailed down all 
over a floor there must also be a spreading 
of newspapers, which do much to keep dust 
from beneath seeping up into the carpet. 


And in these days of scarce fuel many 
housekeepers have found the heat that 
newspapers give out when burned in the 
open fireplace a real help. You can make 
a cheerful breakfast fire with half a dozen 
papers. Don’t open them and crumple 
them, but tear them into two or three 
thick strips.

is well alight.”

utensils a pile of newspaper squares kept 
in a convenient place is very useful for 
wiping Off greasy surfaces before rinsing. 
Some very thrifty women even throw these 
grease-Saturated papers in a box to be used 
as kindling at a future time. Many people 
find it a saving of time to spread a pad of 
newspapers on the kitchen table before be- 
ginning food preparations, baking, etc. The 
newspapers are collected after the work is 
done and there is less scrubbing up than 
would otherwise be necessary. 


One housewife has even found that 
newspapers when shredded into fine strips 
and wadded together make a good founda- 
tion stuffing for window seat covers and 
other amateur upholstery work. 
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Use Vegetables Often 
for Best Dietary 
Results 


tee ABLES are enormously whole- 

some and beneficial. We have never 
realized this fact more than we do at the 
present day. But the trouble sometimes is 
that, though the vegetables themselves 
have the possibilities of being such useful 
foods, they are so treated in our kitchens 
that they are robbed of much of their good- 
ness or made actually unwholesome. 


Always uSe vegetables as fresh as possi- 
ble. Follow the hand-to-mouth principle 
when it comes to vegetables. Buy only what 
you need for the day. If you have a gar- 
den pick what you need just before you 
need them. When vou buy vegetables buy 
them early in the day so that they may be 
out of the sun and dust. Then keep them 
in ‘a cool, dry place, not necessarily in the 
refrigerator, until you wish to use them. 

Some people always soak green peas in 
cold water for an hour or so before shell- 
ing. This is very helpful if they are in- 
clined to be a little wilted. But never 
make the mistake of leaving the peas in 
water any length of time: as they rot much 
more easily when moist than when dry. 
Peas should be cooked very carefully. It 
is quite an easy thing to overcook them, 
but at the same time they are not whole- 
some or toothsome if they are under- 
cooked. 

Asparagus should be cooked carefully, 
as this too should not be cooked too much. 
Both these vegetables retain more of their 
Original flavor if they are steamed instead 
of being cooked in boiling water. However, 
it takes longer to steam a vegetable thor- 
oughly than to boil it. 


Young carrots should be cooked with 
their skins on. Scrub them well and boil 
till tender or nearly so. Then drain, cool 
a little and peel. After that they may be 
Sliced and cooked until very tender, only 
care should be taken that the . water in 
which they are cooked after they are 
peeled should be meager and that it should 
be used in making the sauce in which thev 
are served. 


i Beata is no reason under the sun why 
you should scrape new potatoes. If 
you wash them thoroughly it is just as 
well to cook them with the skins on. Time 
is thereby saved and undoubtedly some 
very valuable food ingredients are saved 
that would otherwise be thrown away with 
the skin scrapings. : 

This is a really delicious meal, if it is 
well prepared, and one has only to notice 
its popularity to realize that it fills a real 
desire On the part of those who eat much 
at restaurants. So many of the substan- 
tial inexpensive dishes each day are meat 
dishes, with a little vegetable served with 
them, that the restaurant habitue gets to 
crave more vegetables. He cannot afford 
the side dishes of several vegetables, at 
twenty or thirty cents apiece, say, in ad- 
dition to his meat order. If he orders the 
meat he must be content with the three or 
four slices of carrot, the spoonful of string 
beans or peas that comes with it.

Most of us are not very much con- 
cerned over the problem of managing our 
money, at least it need not assume such 
a large problem as did that problem for 
Hetty Green. But her advice is useful none 
the less. 

The trouble, however, with all advice 
to eat light and to work hard is that the 
very persons who already eat light and 
work hard are apt to be the ones who heed 
it while those who never have eaten light 
and who don’t know what hard work means 
pass by the good advice unheeded. 

Few women eat too much who limit 
themselves to three meals ‘a day and do not 
eat anything between meals. It is a ogod 
plan, when you have afternoon or after- 
dinner refreshments, to lighten your lunch- 
eon or dinner in proportion. 


lt is difficult for any woman to tell 
whether she works hard enough or too 
hard. Here is a good rule, however: Never 
work when you feel excessive fatigue, if 
you can possibly avoid doing so. And 
never remain idle when you feel fit and re- 
freshed. If you have no work to do, take 
a walk or play tennis or indulge in some 
other outdoor sport that interests you, Do 
your hardest work early in the ‘ay, or 
when you feel most refreshed. oave the 
easier work and your recreation for the 
hours when you are beginning to feel 
fatigue. 

The sensible housewife always plans the 
heaviest work for the early morning hours. 
The old-fashioned woman is up in the 
morning on wash day to get through with 
this heavy work while the morning is yet 
young. She has a feeling that the early 
hours are best for hard work. The impor- 
tant thing, of course, is that she should do 
the hardest work while her strength is not 
exhausted. If you must work hard all day, 
take time for a nap immediately after the 
middle meal. After this nap you can begin 
again with your body refreshed.

Nowadays children certainly do not stand 
when they eat, but when circumstances 
permit they do not dine with their parents. 
If there are guests for dinner it is usually 
more considerate to have the younger mem- 
bers of the family eat at another time or 
in another place., Sometimes they even 
eat at another table in the same room. It 
their manners are not exactly what. thev 
should be, then they cannot cause any an- 
noyance to fastidious elders. ln many 
households it is customary for children to 
eat breakfast with their parents, to have 
luncheon with them only when there is no 
company, and never to dine with them, 


Very young children cannot usually be 
taught to rise when their elders appear 
in the room except through rather too se- 
vere discipline. But boys and girls after 
they have reached the age of six or Seven 
can be taught without difficulty to rise 
when their elders appear in the room. They 
need not be made to stand servilely until 
the elders are seated as doubtless did the 
children of Washington’s days, but they 
Should be taught that they should pay this 
mark of respect. Children are prone to 
take the most comfortable chairs in the 
room. They should be told that when 
elders come into the room the objecf in 
rising is so that the. elders may take the 
chairs they wish, while the little people 
may take what seats remain, 

Children naturally crowd ahead of their 
parents or Other adults in entering or leav- 
ing a room. ‘They can very early be 
taught that this is not good form. Parents 
Should make it a habit to precede their 
children, and in this way the children be- 
come accustomed to standing back while 
other adults precede them.

Mrs. Eli A. Thomas, Atlanta, chairman; 
Mrs. Charles Akerman, of Macon; Mrs. 
Max Land, of Cordele, and -Mrs. W. B. 
Smith, of Fort Valley... Mrs. Thomas was 
appointed to investigate the subject fully 
and in 1922 she made her report, which 
was adopted, as follows: 

“Valuable assistance was given in the 
beginning of this work by Mrs. Thomas B. 
Denham, State chairman of historic sites 
in Florida, with whom our state regent 


first communicated. She sent a plat show- 
ing the exact location of the grave and of 
the conditions now, which put me ia touch 
with J. H. Drummond, of St. Andrews, Fla., 
the, writer of the plat and the accompany- 
ing letter. This letter stated that Mrs.

“Considering this tinal 1 consulted with 
Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Knox, and Mrs. Smith 
agreed. with me that we recommend a stone 
coping be placed around the Clark graves 
(2 space 10x20 feet) and an iron tablet 
on the highway in front calling attention 
to this historic spot. 

“With this in view 1 wrote to Mr. Drum- 
mond to secure the measurements for the 
coping and the local price for same. He 
answesed by Saying that he had with Mr. 
West (a local historian and editor) made 
another visit to Mrs. Moore, and that she 
now consents for the Daughters of the 
American PRevolution or his descendants to 
move Governor Clark’s remains to Georgia, 
provided all the Clark graves cre move. at 


the same time; these are the graves of Mrs. 
Clark and two small grandchildren. 

‘This changed the situation and altered 
my opinion, for, do what we will to the 
graves where they are, they will still be in 
the backyard of a private home, and in 
the way of progress. Then I recalled Mr. 
Lucian L. Knight’s remarks on Governor 
Clark’s last resting place far away beside 
the waiters of St. Andrews Bay, which 
concluded with the hope that the remains 
of this soldier of the revolutionary war 
might some day repose in the National cem- 
etery at Marietta.

ITH the idea of making this wish 
come true, 1 first wrote to the state 
board of health, asking if there was any 
danger in moving the remains of one who 
had died of yeHow fever in 1832. They 
replied that there was not the slightest. 

“A letter was then written to the super- 
intendent of the National cemetery at Ma- 
rietta, from whom 1 received instructions 
as to how to proceed to secure the priv- 
ilege of reinterring ali the Clark remains 
ig that cemetery. 


‘Y, therefore, recommend that the Geor- 
gia Society of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution remove the remains ané@ 
monuments of Governor Clark, his wife and 
grandchildren from their present undesira- 
ble location, and reinter them with all honor 
Suitable a revolutionary war soldier and 
statesmfp who was twice Governor of 
Georgia, and major genera! of the Georgia 


mifitia, in the National cemetery al 
Marietta.” 
Mow all ihe preliminary work has been 


done. Mrs. Smith, of Fort Valley, went 
to Florida to supervise the work there. 
The body has been taken from its unsane 
tioned grave, brought to Georgia, and on 
Friday next, at 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
while Georgians stand with bowed heads, 
in simple tribute, the restless remains of 
this fiery Georgian will sink into the final 
resting place, under the Georgia sod, 
clasped close in the loving arms of Georgia 
earth, warmed by the rays of the Georgia 
sun, and shaded by the whispering branches 
of Georgia trees.

TOW just where is. this 
And. what are the

The way of air traffic will lie just above 
the thick rim of dust particles that sur- 
rounds the earth, says the scientist. About 
the earth there is a circle of dust and 
smoke and particles that hold the heat, re- 
flect light and retard vision. This extends 
upwards from the earth’s surface for per- 
haps One mile. 

It is on top of this, just ahove the rain 
clouds, the nimbus clouds, that man will 
find his great playground in the skies. 
Here he will travel where the air is clea: 
and clean, where it is cool when the sur- 
face of the earth is sSuffocatingly hot, and 
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where he can § see tor two hundred miles 
in’ every direction. 


You take your little excursions into the 
country for the week-end. You go for a 
walk or a drive in the park at the end of 
a day.

Then 
you can, in some way, comprehend the 
meaning of man’s new playground.

“Living is a matter of time, times and 
intensity,’ says Luckiesh “It is not 
merely duration. An hour in the air is 
worth ten years on the earth!” 


One needs*only to listen to this mar 
Saving it to become immediately convinced 
Immediately one wants to pack up his pet 
enthusiasms and his petty ambitions, chuck 
them into the discard and hop on a winging 
plane for a tour through air lanes 

“Living is, all a matter of conscious 
ness,’ says the scientist. 

Well, that is true you do not really 
spend time, what is the good of having it 


If the sky is going to help us to live, 
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then we must cut loose trom earth and tind 
out what it is all about. 

“The sky is a plate of infinate distances; 
that is why we need the sky,” says Luck- 
ieSh. “It is the countenance of nature, 
The sky that is part of nature which fails 
us last. It follows us into the crowded 
Streets. And your window always frames 
a masterpiece, changing unceasingly. You 
could travel the same way every day in the 
sky and every day find new and refreshing 
scenery. 

“Cloud mountains are infinitely more 
fascinating than the changeless peaks of 
earth we know and climb. A cloud moun- 
tain has the same great rifts and ravines 
and the same lovely slopes. | would never 
tire of climbing 
an airplane.’

“But we will see the day, and that 
very Shortly, when great sight-seeing vans 
will make their way through the new plav- 
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
